Belfast Church Needs 


One of the most pressing needs of the 
Church of Ireland in Belfast is the pro- 
vision of parochial halls in twenty of the 
large parishes. The halls contemplated 
would cost over £40,000, but an effort is 
being made to raise ‘£12,000 of this sum. 
From this amount grants will be walle to to 
those poorer parishes to encourage them 
to make local efforts to provide the eq sm 
ment required. An ap Ppeal issued for fu 
states: “ Every parish needs a hial 
hall. If religion is to be something more 
than a Sunday observance ; if the Church 
is to teach truth to its children, to train 
its boys and girls to live, to help its young 
men and women to Pas á honest, 
courteous and kind, some building must 
be provided in which clergy and le can 
meet together to put Sunday's precepts , 
into week-day practice.”’ 

The need for parochial halls is un- 
doubted, but some Churchmen regret that 
school buildings, which served as parochial 
halls in some parishes, were handed over 
so lightly to the education authorities, 
with the result that their use as parochial 
halls was restricted. There are some 
clergy and laity who believe that the 
future of the Church in Belfast would be 
served better by the erection of more 
Church voluntary schools, and these build- 
ings could be adapted for parochial work. 
The present training of Church of Ireland 
children in religious instruction in the 
provided and transferred schools is 
regarded by many Churchmen as unsatis- 
factory, and the time may come, unless 
the existing arrangements are changed, 
when the Church may have to revert to the 
voluntary school system. 


Housing 


The Belfast Corporation, by the narrow 
margin of one vote, has re-affirmed its 
decision to reduce the rent on two 
thousand Corporation houses by 2s. per 
week. This adds an additional charge of 
more than £17,000 per annum upon the 
ratepayers of the city, and brings the 
annual loss on municipal houses up to 
nearly £27,000. 

In view of this fact the question is being 
asked what is to be the future of these 
Corporation houses? They were built at 
a time when house-building was expensive, 
when wages and the cost of material were 
high, and also loan charges. Consequently 
the rents were fixed at a level almost 
double that of houses of the same size 
which are now being offered. to the public 
by private builders, who get a subsidy of 
£50 for each house constructed. Half this 
subsidy is supplied by the Corporation 
and half by the Northern Government. 
The Corporation is not buildin ng any houses 
now, because the private builde 
aid of the subsidy, is able to supply the 
need. Indeed, in. view of the 2,400 vacant 
i houses in the city, it would appear that 
the city is over-built and the boom in 
building is drawing to a close. But the 
Corporation was forced to build its houses 
at a time when the private builder, even 
with the subsidy, would not undertake the 
responsibility, They are now left with a 
white elephant. A few years ago it was 
suggested that the Corporation shonid 

‘cut its loss” by selling the houses. 

That decision was not taken, Even yet 
it is a policy worthy of consideration, I 
they could not sell them in lots it might. 
be worth while to offer them on advan- 
tageous terms to tenants or prospective 
tenants. Anew loen at a cheaper rate

An exhibition of French pamtings, under 
the auspices of The Friends of the National 
Collections of Ireland, was held yesterday, by 
permission of Miss Gumness, at St. Thomas's, 
Rathfarnham.

F OR many years the style of the books 

on automobile sport was religiously 
autobiographical. Charles Jarrott thirty 
years ago started a fashion that was 
followed, when Britain’s interest in the 
sport revived about ten years ago, by 
H. O. D. Segrave, 8. C. H. Davis, Sir 
Henry Birkin, and, quite recently, by Sir 
Malcolm Campbell. All these books are 
excellent. Each may be said to take a. 
different phase of the sport, and tell very 
nearly afl that is to be told about it 
during the period when the author was 
engaged in it. As autobiographies, how- 
ever, they concern themselves to a large 
extent with the events in which the author 
took part, and none of them gives such 
a nicely balanced picture of the sport as 
a whole in a particular year as does, for 
example, Barré Lyndon’s Grand Prix. 
The first of the motor sport books to get 
away from the personal note were Mr, 
Lyndon’s stories of the M.G. Company’s 
racing experiences; but, as they sub- 
stituted a car’s for an individual’s ex- 
periences, they were only slightly more 
complete. 


The Ideal 
In the last twelve months we have 
approached the ideal with books that con- 
cern themselves with neither individual 
cars uor individual drivers.

Nothing sums up the merits and, faults 
of this remarkable system better than the 
quotation from Edmund Burke given by 
Mr. Steegman. Burke, in the capacity 
of one of the rulers of taste, lays down 
the law with an assurance and an exact- 
ness that could hardly fail to raise a, 
smile nowadays. ‘‘ Sublime objects,” he 
asserts, “‘are vast in their dimensions, 
beautiful. ones comparatively small; 
beauty should be smooth and polished ; 
the great, rugged and negligent; beauty 
should shun the right line, yet deviate 
from it imsensibly; the great in many 
eases loves the right line, and when it 
deviates makes a strong deviation ; beauty 
should not be obscure; the great ought 
to be dark and gloomy; beauty should 
be light and delicate; the great ought to 
be solid, and even massive.”

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Sea Fisheries 
‘The figures for the imports of fish 


is an opening here for the development of 
a native fishing fleet,’’ said Mr. W. C. 
Kenny, who took the chair yesterday at 
the annual meeting of the Sea Fisheries’ 
Association. Unfortunately, the figures 
prove a good deal more than that. 
According to the annual report of the 
Association, the past. year has shown 
progress in all directions. The member- 
ship has increased, additional facilities 
have been given, a scheme for vocational 
instruction of fishermen has been 
approved, the marketing system has been 
extended, and more fish is being sold. 
Progress, indeed, has been made, but it 
has been painfully slow, and something 
more will need to be done if Irish fisher- 
men are to attain anything like prosperity. 
During 1935 the sales of fish on behalf of 
members of the Sea Fisheries’ Association 
was worth £14,500—an increase of nearly 
£3,000 on the sales for the previous year. 
That record is good enough so far as it 
goes, but the official trade figures for last 
month reveal that the imports of fish 
during the first four months of the present 
year were worth £76,755—five times the 
Association’s total for the whole twelve 
months of last year. The failure of the 
export trade is blamed. for many of the 
troubles of Irish fishermen, but surely 
something can be done about the home 
market? At the moment, the Irish fish- 
‘ing industry is in an absurd position. 
The seas around this island may or may 
‘not be so full of fish as they were a few 
generations ago, but at least they offer 
attractions to the many English and 
foreign seamen who visit our shores, catch 
our fish, and very often sell it again to 
us in the Dublin market. Meanwhile, 
our own fishermen are starving in the 
midst of plenty, and their plight is being 
lessened only by imperceptible degrees. 
Whoever may be to blame for this posi- 
tion—which, indeed, seems to be due more 
to general apathy than to any individual 
fault—the Sea FisHeries’ Association can 
be absolved. Since it was formed, it has 
done good work, but. as its Chairman 
pointed out yesterday, its terms of refer- 
ence are limited. It exists mainly as a 
co-operative society which helps Free 
State fishermen to buy their boats and 
market their catches, and it has no large 
capital resources. The continued depres- 
sion in the fishing trade, therefore, does 
not by any means prove that the Associa. 


clearly that the Association is not enough. 
So long as the imports of foreign fish 
remain at their present. figure, it is 
obvious that all is not well, and it is the 
business of the Government to find out 
what is wrong, and to set it right. An 
official Commission of experts should be 
set up without delay, and the whole 
problem of the Irish sea fisheries should 
be attacked in a comprehensive manner.

Pavement Guard Rails 


Continually we have commented upon 
Mr. Hore-Belisha’s fearless energy in his 
search for the solution of road accidents— 
an energy which drives him to action, 
where the Ministers of other Governments 
are content for long months on end solely 
with debate. Mr. Hore-Belisha imposed 
a speed limit in the certain knowledge 
that hundreds of motorists would ignore 
his decree and talk loudly and fiercely of 
persecution. He spread a network of signs 
and special crossings for pedestrians 
throughout London, although he knew 
that only a fair percentage of London's 
pedestrians would give any heed to his 
solicitudé for their safety. Now he has 
done one of the boldest things of all. For 
three miles on either side of the East 
India Dock road, Poplar, he has erected a 
line of railings to confine pedestrians to 
At intervals there are 
automatic traffic signals and pedestrian 
crossings. Mr, Hore-Belisha himself 
attended the opening ceremony, and 
thereat he delivered a brief speech upon 
the waywardness of walkers. The 
pedestrian crossings, he said in the course 
of the speech, could never fulfil their 
purpose until all pedestrians used them 
wherever they were available in preference 
to other parts of the carriageway. To 
encourage the pedestrians’ sense of duty 
these guard rails were of supreme benefit.

The next step following the abolition of 
the Senate will be the setting up of the 
Committee which President de Valera out- 
lined on Thursday evening. This Com- 
mittee, it appears, is to be asked to formu- 
late a scheme. for the constitution of an 
alternative Chamber to that which has 
been .removed The President seemed 
anxious that all parties should be repre- 
sented on it. 

Members of the Opposition are intrigued 
by what. they regard as his sudden realisa- 
tion of the. existence of. other parties in 
the House besides the Government Party. 
As one of them pointed out, the President 
could have had such a Committee at any 
time since the Senate refused to give a 
second reading to the Abolition Bill. 

In their message to the Dail on that 
Senators expressed their 
willingness to pass the bill if an alterna- 
tive Chamber were provided, and a con- 
ference of both Houses were held to dis- 
cuss such other amendments as might be 
desired. In another message they asked 
for a joint committee of both Houses to 
‘‘consider and report on the changes, if 
any, necessary in the constitution and 

wers of the Senate.’’ These gestures,

The President's sudden conversion to 
the plan of a Committee of all parties is 
regarded with a certain amount of 
suspicion. The proposal, I understand, 
will be considered at a meeting of the 
United Ireland Party early next week. 
The next move, presumably, will lie with 
the President. who will, no doubt, have 
his request for their ¢o-operation conveyed 
to the various parties, at the same time 
indicating what representation they will 
be given, and outlining the terms of 
reference. When this is done all parties 
will be in a better position to estimate the 
potentialities of the Presidential scheme. 

Owing to some confusion in the Presi- 
dent’s speech on Thursday night. there’ 
was a doubt in the minds of his hearers 
as to whether he desired the proposed 
Committee to undertake the responsibility 
of advising him cn the matter of his 


intended change in the Constitution. It 
a now clear, however, that he had no 
such view. The plan for a new Constitu- 
tion is, it seems, already well advanced. 
A committee of officials of various depart- 
ments of the Government has been at 
work on it for some time past, and the 
result of their labours will be available 
when the Dail meets in September or 
October next 
There is, naturally, no authoritative 
information as to what the new scheme 
will. be,..but..speculation,in the parlia- 
mentary lobbies is quite confident that it 
will imtroduce drastic innovations.

TE Queen Mary already. has snatched 
one record from the Normandie. On 
her first twenty-four hours’ run, from 
noon to noon—this is really twenty-five 
hours, taking into account the altered 
clock—she covered 747 sea miles, which 
is three sea miles more than the French 
crack liner did on her first day out. The 
Queen Mary’s average speed for this dis- 
tance was 29.88 knots. 

Besides being three sea miles better than 
the Normandie, the Queen Mary’s record 
Is Six sea miles better than was generally 
anticipated on board. An auction on the 
mais dr run was held early this morning, 
and the keenest bidding was for the figure 
741. Bids totalled £833. 

The commander, Sir Edgar Britten, is 
delighted. In his flower-decked cabin on 
the sun deck he told me: “I am com- 
| pletely satisfied with the ship’s perform- 
ance. Iam also pleased with the weather ;

became smoother. 
All day long the Queen Mary has been 
ploughing her way forward under a grey 
sky at a speed which would not be allowed 
in a built-up area in England. This after- 
noon there ;was a fresh north-easterly 
breeze of moderate force. 


NORMANDIE PASSES 


In the course of the day we passed the 
Normandie on her way to France, but we 
did not see her; for she was taking a 
‘slightly different course from ours. 
The Queen Mary has also broken another 
record—for the greatest volume of wireless 
traffic ever carried by an Atlantic liner. 
There are nearly a hundred newspapermen 
of all nationalities on board, and they 
have been flooding the ship’s ten aerials 
continuously since the moment of depar- 
ture. The wireless equipment was built to 
deal with 6,000 words daily, but so far it 
has been handling 15,000 words a day and 
more. 
In addition, there have been over 125 
‘phone calls to London, New York and 
aris, besides numerons broadcasts. : 
The British radio operators have been 
working heroically, and some of them have 
had virtually no sleep since they came on 
board. 
A stowaway who was discovered after 
the ship sailed is now working his passage 
as a kitchen hand. His name is given as 
Frank Gardner, aged forty-one, of Cardiff. 


1,805 PASSENGERS 


It is officially stated that the ship is. 
carrying 1,805 passengers and a crew of 
1,101. 

The Normandie’s second day’s run on 
her maiden voyage was 718 sea miles. The 
runs are based on a 25-hour day, because, 
when the ship is travelling with the sun, 
the clocks have to be put back approxi- 
mately three-quarters. of an hour every 
day. The change is made at midnight. 


HELD BACK? 


Astonishment was caused among the. 
passengers by a rumour which spread 
iaroueh the ship this afternoon that the 
liner was deliberately being held back and 
not allowed to develop her full speed. 
Marine experts on board told me that 
the Queen Mary could be doing at least 
over thirty knots with the weather favour- 
able, and this opinion was also shared 
by all members of the crew with whom | 
I talked. The general conviction seems 
to be that the liner could reach New York 
on Sunday evening instead of on Monday. 
One American shipbuilder said: “ Up to 
the present I believe the Queen Mary has 
been throwing away speed.” 


NO UNNECESSARY SPEED 


Sir Percy Bates, chairman of the Cunard 
Line, told newspapermen on board: “All 
we are asking of the Queen Mary is that 
she shall. maintain her schedule. We 
have no’ intention of forcing unnecessary 


speeds.’’ 
The Queen Mary has sent out an 8.0.5. 
for picture postcards. Twenty-five 


thousand cards of the liner had been 
brought on board, but nearly all of them 
were sold to-day. Officials have cabled 
to New York for a fresh supply of 30,000 
when the vessel arrives. 

Everyone on board is confident that the 
Queen Mary will beat the record, but the 
belief is that the margin will not be so |. 
great as it might have been. 


STOWAWAY’S STORY

It appears that the Argentine Govern- 
ment has recently sounded several Govern.

n any case, the Convocation of the 
Assembly will absolve the Council from 
the responsibility of coming to any 
decision, or of making any recommenda- 
tion when it meets on June 16th. The 
Assembly is the sovereign body of the 
League, and it will be compelled to face 
the whole problem. In the circumstances,

The attitude of 
Austria, Hungary and Albania is naturally 
obvious, and there seems also good reason 
to suspect the attitude of the U.S.S.R., 
which has lately been fighting very shy of 
the whole idea of sanctions against Italy. 
For the rest, it can be safely said that 
they will follow the lead of England and 
France. Indeed, from the latest informa- 
tion from Paris it would seem that M. 
Blum will take no initiative himself, but 
will agree to whatever line Great Britain 
will adopt. . This means that, if Great 
Britain is resolute in upholding the 
Covenant, there will be an overwhelming 
majority in the Assembly which will sup- 
port this policy, even. at the risk of seeing 
Italy completely sever her relations with 
the League. 


ITALY’S ATTITUDE 


It is doubtful whether Italy will send a 
delegate to Geneva for this important 
meeting, unless the Duce feels that the 
presence of a delegate may favourably 
influence the course of events. 

No decision will be taken upon the 
verbal action of the Argentine representa- 
tive until official confirmation is received 
from his Government, and then the date 
of the convocation will be decided by the 
President in office of the Assembly, for 
the time being Dr. Benes, the President of 
Czechoslovakia. 

With regard to point two, it should be 
pointed out that the Argentine Govern- 
ment already has expressed itself as 
opposed to the recognition of the annexa- 
tion of Ethiopia. It is understood that the 
Argentine Government has sounded the 
other Latin-America States, and is 
assured of their support. 

The Assembly, if it meets, will be a con- 
tinuation of the last meeting of the 
Assembly, which was not dissolved, but 
adjdurned. It is certain, however, that 
Dr. Benes, of Czechoslovakia, who was 
elected President last year, will be unable 
to act owing to his new office of President 
of Czechoslovakia, to which he has been 
elected in the meantime.

STATEMENT BY COUNSEL 


Mr. McGonigal, K.C., who said that 
under the Treason Felony Act the men 
were liable to be transported for life, 
stated that the facts on which the charge 
was based were that on the 27th December, 
1935, an attempted raid was made on 
Campbell College, the object being to ob- 
tain possession of certain rifles, said to be 
stored there, belonging to the Officers’ 
Training Corps. e raid was made by 
members of the Irish Republican Army, 
and among others who were charged in 
eonnection with that raid was a man 
named McCartney and a man named Ber- 
nard Rooney. Both were put on trial 
at the Commission, and McCartney was 
eonvicted. Rooney was defended by 
counsel and solicitor, and was acquitted. 


THE DOCUMENT?* 


It appeared from documents which were 
seized that on the 20th January, 1936, an 
order was made by the Army Council, 
I.R.A., at the headquarters in Dublin, 
that legal aid should be withdrawn from 


| Rooney, who had not at that time come 


up for trial, as being contrary to General 
‘Order 24, paragraph 4, of the General 
Orders of the Irish Republican Army. It 


appeared that this document was 
not obeyed by the Commandant of 
No. 1 Ulster Area, who was one 
of the accused—Lavery—and on the 


18th April, 1936, an order was made con. 
vening a courtmartial to try Commandant 
Anthony Lavery for disobeying that order. 
That courtmartial appeared to have been 
fixed for the 25th April, 1936, and was 
about to be held in a room at the top of 
a house in Crown Entry, in Belfast, when 
District Inspector Hamilton and a number 
of police raided this house. On the land- 
ing the accused man Rice was found stand- 
ing at the door apparently acting as a 
sentry. Rice was pushed into the room, 
and he was observed to drop a document 
on the floor. The police entered the 
room and found the other twelve accused 
men. Each of the men was searched on 
the spot. On some of them documents 
were found. A great number were found 
on the accused man, who gave the name 
of Grace. 


CORRESPONDENCE READ 


Counsel proceeded to read a number of 
letters and orders which, he said, had 
poe ‘between the headquarters of the 
-R.A. end No, 1 Area, Ulster, in reference 
to the raid on Campbell College, where: it 
was stated there were 200 rifles in the 
armoury. The correspondence also detailed 
the method adopted in this arms raid and 
the results’ which followed its failure, the 
arrest of. two men, and the conviction of 
one at the Belfast Commission.

“We have decided to defend Second 
Lieut.

Battalion and company work is going on 
as usual, and shadow staffs have heen 
arranged in the event of any arrests.”

THE RAID DESCRIBED 


District Inspector Hamilton gave evi- 
dence of the raid on Crown Entry. They 
went to a room on the top floor which 
belonged to the Craobon Club.

SHOTS AND AN ARREST 


Sergeant Connolly said that he saw 
seven men at the gate lodge. Two ran 
towards the city, and five went in the Bel- 
mont road direction. He fired at them, 
and they fired back. Edward McCartney 
was one of the five. and he tried to turn 
back. The witness held him up, and 
Constable McCavish took a fully loaded 
six-chamber revolver from McCartney’s 
coat pocket; also six rounds of .45 am- 
munition. 

This concluded the evidence, and in 
reply to the indictment the accused men 
maintained silence. 

They were then returned for trial in 
custody to the City Commission, on July 
21. As they left the court they waved

BISHOP OF WATEEFOBD'S

“In these days, when the State is multi. 
plying its activities in so many directions, 
particularly in providing medical and other 
relief for the poor, there is a danger that 
private effort in this respect may be i 
ultogether &eliminated,” said Dr. Kinane, 

Bishop of Waterford, when, as Chairman of 
the annual meeting of the Waterford District 
Nursing Association, he proposed the adop- 
tion of the annual reports. 

He r ised the value of State activities, 
and that it would be impossible to command 
the schemes now necessary without the 
assistance of the State. At the same time 
they must admit that in such schemes there 
was a very small amount of real Christian 
charity. t people, in contributing taxes 
to finance these schemes, were dominated by 
other than charitable motives. State schemes 
tended to become soulless, mechanical, and 
largely a matter of business, and, therefore, 
it would be a great misfortune if an institu- 
tion Jike. the .District..Nursing Association 
were eliminated. 

Dr. Philip Purcell, in seconding the motion, 
said that from expetience of poor law 
institutions on both sides of the Irish Sea, 
he agreed with the Bishop that such institu-

GERMAN CELEBRATIONS

BERLIN. Friday, 

The Imperial German War flag will be 
flown to-morrow by order of Herr Hitler 
by all vessels of the German Navy in 
home waters. in celebration of the 
twentieth anniversary of the Battle of 
Jutland, which Germany claims as a vic- 
tory over the British Fleet. The Imperial 
War .flag will also be hoisted on the 
memorial of the dead of the German Navy 
at the entrance of Kiel Harbour, which is 
to be inaugurated to-morrow by Herr 
Hitler. 

The fleet manceuvres, which began 
yesterday, came to an end this morning 
with a mock attack in Kiel Bay by an 
armoured cruiser squadron on a _ fleet 
defending Kiel. Submarines played a 
prominent part, and were apparently so 
successful that the “ enemy ” turned his 
bows towards the open sea in a smoke- 
screen of artificial fog. 

A big parade of the fleet before Herr 
Hitler followed in the afternoon. Three 
“pocket battleships ’’ were among the 
vessels taking part.
